The compounds in vegetables really 
nutritive, are very few; faima, or the

There is a peculiar period at which 
each species of seed ought to be sown, 
in order to bring the plants to a per~ 
fect state of ripeness. 
If the land is ina mellow state, be- 
tween drought and moisture the seed 
may be put in with confidence. Some 
kinds however, prefer a dry and warm 
soi]; others, that wbich is more humid 
and tenacious. Thus, bariey and rye 
succeed best on the former, and wheat 
and oats on the latter. 
The depth at which seed should be 
sown is a matter of nicety, as well as of 
importance. Iftwo deeply buried, ger- 
mination 18 impeded, and may be al- 
together prevented; while if sown too 
shallow, sufficient moisture is not left 
in the surface to afford nourishment 
to the 100ts of the plants. 
The depth at which seed_ought to be 
planted must, therefore, regulated 
by the nature of the soil. If stiff, more 
abuudant covering should be used than 
if light and porous; wheat, bariey and 
oats also require more than rye; but, 
except in a lew instances, from one and 
a half to three inche:,is in every case, 
the lowest to which it should be car- 
ried, 
Seed should be selected from the 
earliest and most perfect growth of the 
preceding year. ‘Too much attention 
cannot be hestowed cn this part of the 
operation, as every kind of seed will 
produce its like. Late sowing requires 
one-third more grain to the acre than 
if putin early. Land, naturally very 
rich and too highly manured, is apt to 
cause during the hot season of summer

He 
might safely appeal to the recollection 
of every man within the sound of his 
voice, who, tinless he had been con- 
nected with a mint, couid ever remem- 
ber of havigg ten silver dollars in his 
bands from 1834 to 1875. There were 
practically no silver doliars in circula-

His Appearance in the Nationai 
Educational Association. 


On the 11th inst the members of the 
department of superintendence of the national 
educational association met in convention in 
Washington city. Delegates were present from 
all points of the union, and conspicuous among 
them was 


HON. GUSTAVUS J. ORR, 


superintendent of public instruction of the stalé 
of Georgia. 

Professor Orr was eppointed upon the com- 
mittee to inyite the president.secretary of the in 
terior, district commissioners and educational 
committees of the bouse and senate, to be pres- 
ent at the convention. 

Subsequently the report details that 


DB. ORR, OF GEORGIA, 


said that the educational difficulties of the 
southern states are very pecniiar. in Georgia: 
about the conclusion of the war, a great problem 
confronted them. The tateable value of prop- 
erty in the state was, in 1860, over sixty millions. 
After ths war it was one hundred and seventy 
millions, and, at the last valuation, two hun- 
dred and seventy millions. The war also 
brought a large number of colored children on 
their hands to be educated, belonging to parents 
who paid no taxes They make no useless re- 
grets over the past but are determined to do 
even-handed justice to the whole people—a sim. 
ple act of justice to aid the southin carrying the 
burden of the helpless colored population. In 
several of the states a mej >rity of the voters can 
not read their ballots. ‘T'he District of Colum- 
bia has special claims on congress. The per- 
manent residents should not be taxed to pro- 
vide rchools for the children of the floating 
population. He made a calculation in 1875 and 
found that forty per cent. of the voters in Geor- 
gia could not read their ballots.-

It has been a matter of remark for several! 
years that our state fairs were taking on annu- 
ally more and more of a sectional] complexion. 
This fact was a disagreeable one to reaiize, but 
springs naturally from causes beyond the con-~ 
trol of patriotic feeling and popular desires. It 
is already a painfully fixed result of circum- 
stances that cannot diminish in force 
nor be diverted from having their 
natural effect upon these exbibitions. 
How IT WORKS 
At Mascon we find that the great body of th® 
exhibition is made up of products and manu- 
factures belonging to that immediate section 
and the country below that point. The people 
of north Georgia are distant from the fair and 
cannot easily arrange to attend and make their 
exhibitions, however much she m‘ght desire to 
do so. They have the Centra! railroad between 
them and the fair, which is almost an effectual! 
embargo, in its tariffs and refusal to accommo- 
date the people, upon apy ereat movement 
of our people t wards participatipy in the ex- 
hibitions at Macon. Again the Thomas 
ville fair, under the energetic 
management that has characterized it for years, 
is anvually growing in proportions and fame, 
and absorbing much the larger part of the in- 
terest of that section in such displays. It isa 
great riva! to 1 state exhibition at Macon, and it 
is not probable that the Thomasville people pro- 
pose to relax their efforts in the interest of 
a Macon fair. 
When the fairis held in Adanta, the same 
causes, excepting the Thomasville fair, that 
operate to keep north Geor cia away from Macon 
operate ina reverse way, to keep middie an1 
south Georgia away from Atlanta. These facts 
are the result of experience, and not of argu- 
ment or speculation. All know them to be 
true.

WHAT IS THE SOLUTION? 
A solution of the problem thus presented was 
informally discussed by a number of our best 
agriculturists, stock men, farmers and manu- 
facturers, during the recent fair, but it was not 
deemed advisable at the time to take any steps 
in the matter. We learn now that there is a 
strong disposition to at once move in the mat- 
ter of organizing this sentiment. The proposi- 
tion that seems to find most general favor is one 
to organize inthis city 

A NEW ASSOCIATION, 

to be known as the “North Georia 
Blood-Stock and Agricultural Ass0- 
ciation,’’ whose membership and officia! direc- 
tion shall include representative men in all the 
countics of this end of the state. 

The purpose will be to have here upon the 
grounds now owned by the city, but which it is 
thought the city will agree to give to the asso 
ciation, two exhibitions annually, one in the 
apring and one in the fail, As this 
is an excellent climate and the country 
possessed of ample faciliiies for the 
proper, wintering of blooded stock, either for 
racing or breeding, it is thought many owners 
taroughout the union can be induced to bring 
such stock here for winter-keeping. In that 
event 

THE SPRING MEETING 
would be made a racing and biood-stock show, 
A series of profitable purses would be offered by 
tie ass-ciation, inducing entries of the best 
running and trotting ceiebrities of the southern 
turf, and attracting to the meeting thousands 
of the lovers of the sport. in addition, the 
stock show would prove a valuable place for 
farmers and stock men to study breeds and 
learn their hardiness and suitableness for breed- 
ing purposes in this siate.
